BUY A SMOKING MOUNTAIN. 


American Syndicate Has Recenily 
Purchased Popocatapetl. 

What is perhaps Dame Nature's big- 
gest laboratory has been purchased by 
a syndicate of Americans. It {fs lo- 
cated in the crater of the historic smok- 
ing mountains of Mexico, the Popocata- 
petl of the Aztecs. The transaction, 
whether regarded as a real estate trans- 
ier or an industrial deal, is interesting 
by reason of its novelty. 

Popocatapet] has been on the whole 
rather a beneficent volcano than othei- 
wise. Instead of pouring our floods cf 
lava and ashes like Vesuvius, it has fur- 
nished@ for a@ century or so a practically 
inexhaustible supply of sulphur. The 
world has long been aware of this fact, 
and the sulphur mine has peen worked 
by native labor, though on a necessarily 
small scale, since heretofore it has been 
well-night inaccessible. The mountain 
is over 17,000 feet high and for 13,000 
leet ig covered With a dense growth of 
forest. The crater itself is 3 miles in 
circumference and 1,000 feet deep. 

These natural cbstacles in the way of 
extracting and marketing the vast sul- 
phur deposits in the crater are to be 
overcome by constructing a railway from 
the village at the base to the summit. 
‘Phe mountain was purchased some years 
ago by a syndicate of wealthy Mexicans, 
who, however, failed to develop it and 
have now sold out to the American cap- 
italists. The undertaking will be a larze 
one, but by applying modern methods 
the output of sulphur can be made eénor- 
mous, while the timber which clothes 
the mountain sides hag large commercia]} 
walue. Certainly it will establish a 
new and unique industry in Mexico, 
though thousands of old Aztecs will 
doubtless turn in their graves upon real- 
izing such a profanation.

Now that the perilous North sea con- 
troversy, which so nearly plunged Eng- 
land and Russia into war, has reached 
a peaceful settlement, a hitherto unpub- 
lished story of the negotiations between 
these two powerful nations has just come 
to light, and it is one which shows that 
in. all probability the peace of Europe 
was saved not so much by the great 
wisdom of statesmen, as by the able, 
combined efforts of two brave women, 
undertaken in order to save the life 
of their father—a king. 

The two wongn are Qyeen Alexandra 
of England and Dowager Empress Dag- 
mar of Russia, mother of the czar, and 
tt was for the sake of King Christian 
of Denmark that they interfered. They 
won their point, but with widely differ- 
ent results for themselves, for, whereas 
Queen Alexandra greatly enhanced her 
influence in the British court, her sister, 
the Russian dowager, was obliged to 
promise that if her wishes were followed 
in this matter she would never again 
seek to interfere in the affairs of the 
imperial government. 

According to the story told by the at 
taches of the Danish court, King Chris- 
tian, who is 86 years old, and whose chief 
delight is in the affection of his chil- 
dren, declared, when he heard of the 
North sea trouble and its perils, that if 
England and Russia wént to war, the 
blow would kill him. 

Telegrams were at once sent to his 
two loyal daughters, Alexandra and Dag- 
mar, telling them that the aged sov- 
ereign’s life depended on the maintenance 
of peace. The two sisters met and dis- 
cussed the affair, after hundreds of dis- 
patches had passed between them, and 
they each faithfully promised to do all 
in their power to prevent the impending 
war. 

Following this pledge, Queen Alexandra 
commanded that Lord Lansdowne, fhe 
British foreign minister, attend her 
without fall. 10 him she communicated 
what she had done and practically de- 
manded that war be prevented. He told 
her of the progress of the negotiations 
and mentioned that M. Delcasse, the

‘French foreign minister, had suggested 
that the matter be referred to The Hague. 
At first Lord Lansdowne, being much in- 
fluenced by the heat of the British popu- 
lar temper, did not feel kindly toward 
this course, and was disposed to insist 
upon the unconditional acceptance by 
Russia ef the British demand that Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky should be punished. 

The queen, however, was insistent, and 
in the end Lord Lansdowne reluctantly 
promised that England would submit a 
proposition to Russia based on the lines 
of the French suggestion. He also prom- 
ised that he would urge the queen’s 
iviews upon the cabinet meeting the fol- 
lowing day. 

The empress of Bussia had a much 
harder task, owing to her logs of prestige 
in the imperial court since the birth of 
the czaravitch. Prior to that event she, 
as mother not only of the emperor, but of 
the heir presumptive, was far more pow- 
erful in court circles than the czarina, 
but since the latter is now mother of the 
‘heir to the throne, the dowager’s infiu- 
}ence and prestige have greatly waned, 
and she, resenting this. has during the 
past few months been maintaining a 
separate establishment from that of the 
royal family. Therefore, when she went 
to her son, the czar, to plead her cadise, 
her reception is said to have been rather 
cool. 

The czar has resented many of her 
bitter remarks regarding his wife, and 
also her evident efforts {n the past to 
(win popular favor for his brother, Grand 
| Duke Michael. In the end, it is said, the 
| dowager empress was obliged to prognise 
that if she were granted the boon she 
asked she would never again take part in 
any political affair. 

The royal sisters, however, won their 
point. The position of M. Delcasse that 
the matter should be submitted to an 
‘International commission had lain on 
the desks of the czar and of Lord Lans- 
down for two days unacted upon, but 
subsequently identical messages passed 
from London to St, Petersburg and from 
St. Petersburg to London, offering to 
submit the matter to an International 
| commission, and later on Ambassador 
|Benckendorf telegraphed the Russian 
government that England had agreed 
to the proposition. Instead of answering 
the English proposition, therefore, the 
czar directed Count Lamsdorf simply to 
announce that the proposition had the 
imperial sanction. 

The telegram embodying the czar’s 
proposition for a settlement, sent to Am- 
bassodar HBenckendorff from the em-

STATUE OF FREDERICK THE GREAT — 
UNVEILED IN NATION’S CAPITAL 


Fags Draping Shaft Unioosed by 
German Ambassadress, For- 
met Kentucky Gir, 


ROOSEVELT IN SPEECH 
ACCEPTED KAISER'S GIFT 


Brilliant Military Scene Was Pre- 
sented and <All Washington 
Was at the War College 
To Witness the Impos- 

‘ng Exercises. 


Washington, November !9.—Hailed by 
a military blare of twenty trumpets, the 
bronze statue of Frederck the Great, 
presented to the American people by Em- 
peror William, was unveiled this after- 
noon by the Baroness Speck Von Stern- 


berg, the wife of the German ambassa- | 


dor. The ceremony was marked by great 
military and official display. 

The statue was presented on behalf of 
the emperor by his personal envoy, the 
German ambassador, who made a brief 
address. The president made the chief 
address of the day, and accepted the 
gift on behalf of the American people. 
Remarks were made by Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Cheffee, chief of staff; Major Gen- 
eral Gillespie, of the general staff, mas- 
ter of ceremonies; Lieutenant General 
Von Loewenfeld, one of the special com- 
missioners sent to the unveiling of the 
monument by the emperor of Germany. 

Seldom has the national capital wit- 
nessed a more brilliant and distinguished 
essemblage than was gathered on the 
grand esplanade of the army War col- 
lege around the pedestal of the Statue. 
Immediately back of the statue on the 
president’g stand, which was completely 
covered in red, white and blue bunting 
and decorated with American flags, sat 
the president and his cabinet, the German 
ambassador and the Baroness Speck Von 
Sternberg, Lieutenant General Von Loew- 
enfeld and Major Count Von Schmettow, 
the emperor's special commissioners to 
the unveiling, and the entire diplomatic 
corps, all in ¢wil uniform. On stands 
to the right and left af the statue were 
Officers of the army and navy in full 
dress uniform, the members of the su- 
preme court, members of congress and 
other invited guests.

City Alive with Troops. 

Barly in the day Washington was alive 
With marching troops, and by | <0’clock 
Pennsylvania avenue contained a stream 
Of carriages with diplomats and army 
@nd navy officers, all moving in the dl- 
‘wection of the war college. The diplo- 
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mats, with the exception of the German 
ambassaifor and his stua, drove informal- 
dy to the esplanade to await the arrival 
of the official party, which came in three 
groups, They arrived in inverse order 
of rank, ‘the militany group first, then 
the diplomatic group and lastly the pres- 
idential group, each under escort of a 
troop of cavalry,

As soon ag the presidential group 


| passed down the line the troops moved 


promptly into a position facing south 
and directly in front of the president's 
stand, forming the fourth side of the 
square inclosing the statue. 

The firing of the presidential salute 
of twenty-one guns had barely finished 
when his carriage reached the west 
stairway of the war college terrace, The 
entire assemblage arose as he ascended 
the grand esplanade and. remained 
standing until the master of ceremo- 
nies. Major Generai Gillespie, had ¢s- 
corted him to his seat in the front row 
of the president’s stand. 

The president’s flag had been hoisted 
over the stand as soon as the first gun 
of his salute had boomed forth. It was 
lowered as the president left and was 
removed to the white house. The offi- 
cial programme began with the invoca- 
tion by the Right Rev. Dr. Satterlee, the 
bishop of Washington. 

Major Gillespie’s Address. 

Major General Gillespie then addressed 
the ambassador in these words; 

“Mr. Ambassador: It is a pleasing 
office ag well as a moest high honor to 
preside at the ceremony of tke unveil- 
ing of the statue of Frederick the 
Great, presented to the people of the 
United States of America by his majesty, 
William the Second, the German em- 
peror. 

“The master mind which conceived and 
executed the brilliant movements culmi- 
nating in the decisive victory at Leu- 
then, four allled powers opposing, will 
Challenge in the future, as it has chal- 
lengcd in the past, the admiration 
of the thoughtful military student. 

“Frederick the Great exemplified in 
bis character the highest attributes of a 
soldier and the system of organization, 
training and maneuver of troops institut- 
ed and practiced by him has had its 
happy fruition in the splendid impe- 
rial German army of today. It Is 
therefore most approprigte that the 
statue of this illustrious soldier, dis- 
tinguished alike as strategist and tactl- 
cian, should stand in front of the Amer 
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ican Wag college, which the congress of 
the Uniteq States’ has wisely provided 
should be erectel upon this spot for the 
promotion of higher education in mili- 
tary science and tactics. 

“We flee] in our hearts, Mr. Ambassa- 
dor, that the international act we are 
now to perform in the dedicution of the 
statue of Frederick the Great, in which 
the ambassafor and Baroness von Stern- 
berg have so kindly and so gracefully 
consented to share, can have but the one 
Gesired effect of drawing more clesely 
the bonds of friendship and good will 
which now so happily unite the great 
empire of Germany with the great repub- 
lic of the west, the Uniteg Stxates of 
America.” 


Ambassadress Unveiled Statue. 

As he closed his address, Major Gen- 
eral Gillespie turned to the ambassadress, 
and, offering her his arm, escorted her to 
the edge of the statue, where were fas- 
tened the silken cords attached to the 
American and German flags, in which it 
was shrouded. Gripping the cords firm- 
ly, one ip each hand, the ambassadress 
had but to give one tug before the silken 
folds loosened from around the figure 
of Frederick the Great. Straightway 
twenty ftrumpeters of the army drawn 
in front of the president’s stand 


one prolonged note, and as the flags 
slowly parted, the American to the right 
and the German to the left, the marine 
band struck up the German national an- 
them. Instead of failing to the pedestal. 
the flags, by an ingenious device, were 
hoisted to the top of poles on either side 
of the statue and unfurled to the breeze 
amid the inspiring melody of the Ger- 
man hymn. The ambassadress was 
gowned in gray velvet and wore a hat 
of chinchila. Lieutenant General von 
Loewenfeld wag then presented by the 
master of ceremonies, and as the spe- 
¢ial commissioner of the German em- 
peror transferred the statue to the cus- 
tody of his majesty’s personal 
Baron Sternberg, the German ambas- 
sador. The lieutenant general then ad- 
dressed the ambassador. 

Baron Sternberg, the German ambas- 
sador, was introduced by Major General 
Gillespie, and accepting the custody of 
the statue from the special commission- 
er, formally presented the gift on behalf 
of the emperor to the American people, 
through their president, whom the am- 
bassador thus addressed: 

“Mr. President: The hearty and truly 
sincere welcome which Prince Henry of 
Prussia met with throughout the United 
States during his visit in February, 1902, 
has left a deep and lasting impression 
©n the German emperor and on the Ger- 
man people. The citizens of the United 
States showed Prince Henry the true 
manner of American hospitality and 
where he appeared he produced a greet- 
ing which did not merely come from the 
lips, but which had the true ring of the 
heart. In many addresses with which 
the prince was honored the name of 
Frederick the Great was conspicuous, It 
was emphasized that the prince’s ances- 
tor had shown himself a Stanch and 
true friend of those people who now were 
welcoming the descendant on their own 
soll. He pointed out that Frederick the 
Great had proved America’s friend at a 
time when the young republic was in the 
course of her formation, Hohenzollern, 
the father of Germany, who laid the cor- 
nerstone on which the friendship be- 
tween the two countries might securely 
rest. 

Friendship Touched Emperor. 

‘Emperor William followed with keen 
interest the movement of his brother in 
America, and was profoundly touched 
by the attitude of undisguised friendship

We now behold 
it on the pedestal from which it !s des- 
tined to watch the men who, in the mag- 
nificent building soon to adorn these 
grounds, are to be instructed in those 
sciences in which the military genlus of 
Prussian soldiers perfect. May the spirit 
of this hero inspire those men who stand 
as the pillars of the future army of the 
United States qvith those qualities which 
made the iron Hohenzollern great among 
leaders end which alone render armies 
mighty and invincible. 

“Mr. Presiient, by order of the Ger- 
man emperor, I have the honor of ask- 
ing you to accept this statye as a token 
of his majesty’s and the German people's 
sincere friendship for the people of 
America.”

Defeat Wholly Unexpected. 


No one has any idea that Cockrel] 
would have been defeated for reelection 
In Missouri if the issues had been drawn 
squarely on him.

It was at its height 
at the time of his misfortune of early 
manhood. He was a practicing attorney 
after the war was over. He had been 
through the war with credit. Entering 
into the practice of law, he later became 
a silent partner in uw banking enterprise. 
He was worth 0,000 or $60,000, which 
was a very comfortable fortune for that 
time. One day it turned out that his 
partner had gone wrong and depositors 
clamored at the doors of the banx for 
their money, which was not there. Cock- 


‘rell’s connection with the bank did nor 


make him legally sesponsible for its 
debts or deposits, but unhesitatingly he 
came forward and declared that :-eveg’- 
thing he had in the world was available 
to settle up the affairs of the bank. Not 
a dollar was lost by a single creditor or 
depositor. 

This failure attracted widespread atten- 
tion at the time. Cockrell’s readiness in 
coming forward then was ‘but an indica- 
tlon of his high honor.

GENERAL HART 


AND HIS IMPORTANT WORK 
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HON. JOHN 0. HART, 
Energetic Attorney General, Whose Successful 
pervices Are Proving of Such Great Value to the State. 
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Notwithstanding the Great Increase of Work in the 
Attorney General's Office, Judge Hart Has Met 


the Situation With 


Complete Success. 


ITHIN the past few years the 
work of the attorney general's of- 


) fice, than which there is none of 


more importance to the state, has In- 
creased to an extent of which the people 
of Georgia who do not come into contact 
with it, cannot be aware; and yet under 
the able administration of Hon. John C. 
Hart, placed at the helm less than two 
years ago by the unanimous suffrages 6f 
the people, the situation has been me? 
with complete success at every turn, to 
the great advantage of the state, an ad- 
vantage of which the future gives prom- 
ae of continued and enormous growth, 
Bome idea of the increase in the duties 
of the attorney géneral’s offfce may be 
gathered from the fact that within the 


two years during which Judge Hart bas 


been in office, he has had to deal with 
no less than five important cases, in- 
volving extensive litigation in the United 
States courts. Each of these has re- 
quired weeks of study and preparation, 
and all the time that they were in hand, 
it has been necessary to keep pace with 
the ordinary duties of the office which 
ere sufficient of themselves to keep al- 
most any lawyer busy. 

The attorney general is only the legal 
adviser to the executive department. He 
is required by law to respond to the 
calls of but three or four state officials; 
yet none of them ever appedris to him 


in vain. He responds readily to every | 


query, though it require hours and some- 
times days of research to give a care- 
fully considered opinion. 

More than this, Judge Hart does that 
which no law ever contemplated an at- 


torney general should be called upon to 
do. He responds to every request for a 
legal opinion from county officials 
throughout the state—and they are nu- 
erous—for he feels that this may be of 
important service, if not to the whole 
State, at least to one of its entities. 
Engaged in Litigation. 

Of the great litigations tn the United 
States courts in which Judge Hart has 
been concerned on behalf of the state, one 
‘of the most important has just been prac- 
tically concluded with a decision from 
the United States supreme court under 
which Georgia’s right is established to 
levy a tax on al) stock in foreign corpor- 
ations owned within the state. This 
means an annual income of thousands of 
dollars which the state has never received 
because this point has been for some 
wears in dispute, Judge Hart’s part in 
presenting this case to the supreme court 
is well known; its successful termination 
after two adverse decisions, tells its own 
story. 

With the same degree of success he 
conducted the litigation in behalf of 
those north Georgia counties which were 
suffering from the proximity of those 
Ducktown sulphur pits, so destructive of 
all vegetation for many miles around.

But the attorney general is not 
satisfied with this result; he will con- 
test to the limit the state’s right to make 
the Georgia railroad pay a franchise tax 

The fourth big litigation in which 
Judge Hart is a principal figure in be- 
half of the state is the freight rates 
fight, growing out of the injunction se- 
cured by the railroads against circulars 
301 and 302 of the railroad commission, 
which sought to give the people some 
relief from an unjust burden. This case 
is now pending and the main work is yet 
to be done. 

Yet another important case in which 
Judge Hart is fighting for the interests 
of the state is that in which it is 
sought to tax $388,000 of Atlanta and 
West Point debentures owned by the 
Georgia railroad, now pending before 
Judge Newman, the principle involved 
in which was practically decided by 
the United States supreme court in the 
first case mentioned, 

And added to all this Judge Hart is 
now engaged in preparing at the uwiieFr 
of the railroad commission a petition 
to the interstate commerce commission 
in which a demand is made in behalf of 
Georgia for fair, reasonable and just 
interstate rates. 

Large Fees v. Small Salary. 

In each of these cases Judge Hart has 
had arrayeqd against him the ablest 
of corporation counsel; men who have 
made these problems their life study; 
and yet results show that he has been 
able to cope with them successfully. 

Frequently in conducting this gTeat lil- 
‘gation Judge Hart has been opposed by 
lawyers whose fee in the single case at 
bar was no less than $!0,000; in no iIn- 
stance, perhaps, has he been confronted 
by opposing counsel whose fee flor the 
single case was less than the attorney 
general’s meager $2,000 salary, 

Is it any wonder that the attorney 
general when asked by counsel what eal- 
lary the state of Georgia paid that of- 
' ficial, should hesitate to reply? 

Prior to the constitution of 1877, which 
instrument abolished the fee, the attor- 


| ney weneral was paid $50 for each cap- 
‘ital case in which he appeared in behalf 
of the state in the supreme court. Whiie 
withdrawing the fee the new constitu- 
tion still imposed upon him the duty of 
presenting an argument in behalf of 
the state In every capital case appealed 
to the highest court, The number of 
such cases has more than doubled in 
the last quarter of a century, unt!i] now 
the attorney gencral has to handle an- 
nually in the supreme court from seven- 
ty-five to a hundred such cases, and 
additional and growing burden upon the 
office. The fee of $50 formerly paid 
the attorney general Irn such cases would 
now amount to more than twice the sal- 
ary which the constitution gave to the 
attorney general, and yet the conduct 
of these cases forms but a small por- 
tion of his present duties. 


Occupied with these varied and numer- 
ous duties, it is apparent that the at- 
torney general has but little, !f any, 
time he can call his own. Rarely, ex- 
cept upon the Sabbath, does his family, 
which stil} resides upon the Greene 
county estate at Union Point, enjoy the 
pleasure of his presence. 

Combined with his many other charac- 
teristics {is a becoming modesty attuned 
to his whole character, and which is one 
of his chiefest charms. It was Judge 
Hart who, when the favorable decision 
of the United States supreme court in 
Georgia railroad stock case was brought 
to his attention, first disclaimed the credit 
for the result, preferring to give it to 
others. When friends in the last legis- 
lature urged him to let them make an 
effort to secure for him a well deserved 
increase in salary, he promptly declined 
on the ground that such effort might 
in some way prejudice the judges’ salary 
bill, which was then under considera- 
tion. Such an answer was characteristic 
of Judge Hart; many other Instances 
might easily be given. 


Something of His Career. 


There {ts no doubt that Georgians are 
proud of their attorney general. As a 
public man he is not of the meteoric 
type, but rather one who has risen by 
dint of patient, Intelligent effort directed 
to a purpose. He ts rather of that class 
of public men whom the office seeks, 
whom the people delight to honor. When 
confronted by a perplexing situation, the 
only question in his mind is whither 
does duty direct, and having found the 
path, he follows it. 

Judge Hart is yet a young man, and 

in heart he is yet younger than his 
years. Born in 1854 in Greene county, 
he lived as a boy about the farm, where 
nature was one of his best and most ef- 
ficlent masters. There be obtained, too, 
@ common schoo) education, and In 1873 
entered the State university, where he 
Was a great favorite with students and 
faculty, to whom he was attracted by 
his many fine qualities of mind and 
heart. Leaving the university with dia- 
tinction and honors, he began the study 
of law in 1875, and was soon admitted 
to practice in Greene countv. 
_ His home people were not long tn 4is- 
covering his worth and so00n elected him 
as their representative In the legislature. 
He served in 1884-85 and again In 1888- 
89, making a splendid legislatar, and 
leaving the impress of his work upon 
the statutes of the state. 

It was in !894 that Judge Hert was 
called to the bench, being elected by 
the legislature judge of the superior 
courts of the Ocmulgee circuit, and his 
eight years’ service upon the bench was 
characterized by that same ability, de- 
votion te duty and energy which had 
placed him unerringly upon the htgh 
road of progress. 

When Judge Hart, at the solicitation 
of many admiring friends, resigned from 
the bench In 1902 and became a candi- 
date for attorney general, his reputation 
had prece@ed him far and wide over the 
state, and no one appeared to make a 
contest. His record was before the pub- 
lic; it was a record to make impossible 
a contest on any other ground than one 
of personal popularity, and there was no 
one who cared to try that Issue. 

And so it was when he went before 
the people for a second term. In him 
the people of Georgia have found one of 
their strongest and ablest men. It will 
be their pleasure to keep him In thetr 
service as long as he is willing to re- 
main. 

This little random sketch of the office 
‘and the man cannot be complete with- 
out reference to the ‘most Important part 
of his whole career. It was In 1887 that 
Judge Hart married Miss Irene Horton, 
one of Augusta's most charming and ac- 
complished ladies. Five children have 
blessed their Kappy union and their de- 
lightful life at the old Greene county 
Bomestead, where Judge Hart often 
finds brief relief from toll In the attrac- 
tive surroundings of the farm, and which 
he expects always to know as home.

In the Indianola postoffice ‘affair, you 
wil] find that the negro woman was 
not appointed by President Roosevelt, 
but by President McKinley. If you will 
go to the files and see who Crum’s in- 
dorsers ‘are for the collectorship at the 
port of Charleston, I am informed, you 
wil find them the same class of men 
in Charleston as those in Atlanta and 
Georgia who indorsed Rucker for of- 
fice in Atlanta. :

et Harrison on Roosevelt. 


Editor Qunstitution: I notice tn this 
morning’, Constitution a news article 
stating that Presklent Roosevelt feels 
“very much hurt rather than angered” 
by the criticisms that the southern peo- 
ple have made against him. It is very 
distressing, deplorable, that the president 
should feel uncomfortable over such 
trifling little criticisms as have been 
called forth from an outraged section 
of thfs free and united republic. If 
he could only know the depths of the 
well grounded contempt the loyal, native, 
to-the-manor-born people of this section 
entertain for the policy which they be- 
lieve has moved his past administration, 
he would indeed feel hurt, perhaps more 
or less angry. 

‘By way of explaining briefly why this 
feeling exists, permit me to ask Mr. 
Roosevelt a few plain questions, the an- 
swers to which might solve thig matter 
and lead the way to a better understand. 
ing between us. 

1. Tell ug how many negro republican 
postmasters have you appointed in the 
state of Pennsylvania, which recently 
polle@ 2,000,000 republican votes, every 
negro voter having regularly voted the 
republican ticket since the right to vote 
was conferred upon them—how many? 

2. How many revenue agents in IIi- 
nois, appointed Dy your administration, 
are ful] Dlood negroes? 

3. How many olack men have been, 
by your aid, made collectors of ports 
in the northern or Pacific states? Answer 
quickly. 

4. How many northern communities 
have you forced your dusky followers 
upon, over the protests of the decent peo- 
ple therein? 

5. How many times have you appoint- 
ed one objectionable negro to a very im- 
portant office in Charleston, 8. C., over 
the protestg of her veople, wer senators, 
her representatives In congress and the 
protests of the southern people generally? 

When all these matters are fully known 
perhaps the situation may be better un- 
derstood, and the president’s policy more 
favorably looked upon. Why does Mr. 
Roosevelt expect the southern people to 
honor or love him if it Is true, as charged, 
that he deliberately slandered the name 
of Jefferson Davis, as pure a man and 
patriot as he or Booker Washington? 

When a man, temporarily at the head 
of a great government, stoops to the low 
level of a bitter partisan and assails the 
dead chieftain of a great people, a great 
part of the greatest countny on earth; 
when this gelf-same half southerner re- 
viles the kith and kin of his mother, his 
noble southern mother, by terming them 
traitors and rebels, why does he hope 
to win their respect, their confidence or 
their love? 

He assumes to be a fair man, a sincere 
patmiot, a true lover of his country. Per- 
haps he thinks he is all of this. Others 
think differently. Many of us regard 
him as a brainy, energetic, bad man; » 
hard-headed, noisy, abrupt, austere, ego- 
tistical damagogue, With plenty of sy- 
cophantic followers who have flattered 
him so persistently for the past three 
years unt he absolutely believeg that 
he ds the greatest man this country ever 
produced. By comparison, George Wash- 
ington was a dwarf. Jefferson, as a 
statesman, was utterly wanting in some 
of his strongest characteristics of great- 
ness. Monroe, Jackson, Madison, Adams, 
Webster, Clay, Calhoun, Davis, Stephens, 
Toombs and Benton were pigmies com- 
pared with this mighty mau of today, 

Nio! the southern people do not love the 
president and unless he changes his pol- 
icy they never will, because with such a 
policy he cannot be their friend, and all 
hig protestations of good will will not 
deceive any sensibie man or Woman in 
this section, unless his actiong change. 

Actions speak louder than words! 

The southern people did not entertain 
for Grant, Hayes, Garfleld, Harrison or 
McKinley any animosity or fll feeling; 
on the other hand, they held and de- 
served to hold thelr esteem ani confi- 
dence. They were as strongly repubdli- 
can as Roosevelt, but they did not under- 
take to lord it over the south for popu- 
larity’s sake in the nor. 

The time will come when Mr. Roose- 
velt will step down, and tt is to be hoped 
that he will have shown by that time 
his love to thig section by his actg of 
kindness to our people, and in a mesure 
set himeelf right. When he does, it 
may be different. But I fear it will be 
expecting too much to look for such

Editor Constitution: The opinions and 
sentiments of a great multitude of good 
people constitute the great force which 
is called “public opinion” in our day, 
and which among the ancients was said 
to be vox Del. Whether it be the voice 
of God or of man, it ts powerful and will 
prevail, and no person, or community, 
or state, or nation can afford to ignore 
‘it or do it violence. 

There exists in the south today, and, 
sad to say, especially in Georgia, a con- 
dition of anarchy and lawlessness which 
has caused some people to imagine that 
we are hardly capable of self-government, 
and surely not fit hands to be entrusted 
with the administration of the affairs of 
the greatest of all of the nations of the 
earth. I refer to the prevalence of lynch- 
ing in our southland and in ovr beloved 
Georgia! Apparently justified in the eyes 
of some good persons, at first, as the fit- 
ting remedy for the crime of crimes 
against our women, it has insidiously 
grown, as evil always grows, until it ts 
inflicted by mad mobs of lawless men 
for other crimes, such as murder and 
arson and, perhaps, and probably, as 


time passes, unless the practice is stopped, | 


it will be resorted to for any petty 
offense which the negro may commit; 


victims, should they be sufficiently un- 
popular with the mobs Perhaps the 
press and ministers of the gospel, aided 


our people, 


all other influences combined and it 
cannot be dented that as soon as the sen- 
timent of our people is against lynching, 
lynching will ceasé, and this dishonor 
against our laws, our manhood and our 
humanity will be forever blotted out. If 
we do not apply the cure, we may. ex- 
pect the humiliation of some legislation 
being undertaken by congress’ fiving 
federal courts jurisdiction in the natter 
of mobs. Congress lately passed a law 
giving federal courts jurisdiction over 
certain crimes against the person of the 
president and others of the officers of 
the government, even when committel 
within state jurisdiction, thus it may be 
seen that there is a precedent for federal 
interference in local criminal matters. 
This evil will never be allowed to exist 
long in this country, and the question 
only is whether we will apply the remedy 
or be forced to submit to outside inter- 
ference. Public opinion is against ug, 
and some action will be taken from some 
quarter to suppress lynching, und if we 
tacitly admit that we cannot govern our- 
selves the American people will undertake 
the job for us, and will accomplish it to 


a people. We need not endeavor to ex- 
cuse Ourselves with the idea that occa- 
siona] lynchings have occurred in the 
northern and western states. 

History will fully 
that the south has heretofore furnished 


more than her quota of the statesmen 
‘and warriors of this country, and the 
breed is by no means extinct. Thera- 
fore, the country at large would never, 
in view of the past, doubt our ability, 
to furnish men who are, from a purely 
intellectual viewpoint, competent to direct 
the affairs of the nation, but we will pe 
expected to come with clean hands. 

The unfortunate Statesboro affair oc- 
curred at a most opportune time for the 
republican party, and doubtless furnished 
a text for many political harangues de- 
livered with telling effect.

New Plans Must Be Formed 
Says Dt. Theron Rice 


Atlanta Subscriptions Expire on Jan- 
‘uary 1—Failure of Louisiana. 
Synod To Send Delegates 
Means Great Plan Has 
Fallen Through. 


There appears to be no doubt that with 
the adverse action of the synod of Louls- 
jana, the plans looking to the consolida- 
tion in Atlanta of the two Presbyterian 
universities, one at Columbia, S. C., and 


the other at Clarkesville, Tenn., into one |! 


great university with a million dollar en- 
dowment have fallen through, 

When this subject was first broached 
Atlanta came to the front with a sub- 
Scription of $250,000 In cash to the pro- 
posed Presbyterian university, should it 
be formed here by the consolidation of 
the two institutions named. 

But the adverse action of two out of 
eight synods which control these two 
institutions makes the accomplishment 
of the great work practically an impos- 
sibility. 

The four synods which control the uni- 
versity at Columbia, S. C.. were ugree- 
able to the plan, at least to the extent 
of electing delegates to attend the At- 
lana conference on November 23, which 
had in view its accomplishment. 

Two of the four synods which control 
the university at Clarksville, Tenn., like- 
Wise chose delegates to this meeting. 
Tennessee failed to choose delegates; 
Louisiana declined to do <o Thus »*# 
majority of the control of the Clarks- 
ville university cannot be represented ia 
the Atlanta conference. 

Dr. Theron Rice Talks. 

“I very much fear that this means the 
failure of the movement,” said Dr. The- 
ron Rice yesterday, upon his return from 
New Orleans.

next, and to add to other difticulties, ig

The automobile and the corpse were 
discovered by a farmer. The machine 
was batked up on one side of the road 
and the wheels were blocked with a tim- 
ber to keep the car from rolling down 
an incline into a ditch. 

Bullet in Back of Head. 

There was a bullet wound in the back 
of Bate’s head and his body was hang- 
ing over the side of the automobile. That 
Bate did not commit Suicide, but was 
shot down by an assassin, is indicted by 
the finding of an empty cartridge shell 
in the tonneay of the automobile. 

Two letters found on the person o* the 
dead man offered a suggestion that 
Bate’s death might have been the result 
of a love affair. One of the letters read: 

‘Dear Bate: I understand that you 
have won the love of Rertha, and I pre- 
sume that you have no further use for 
me. I hope that your future love will be 
successful. Of course, it ig pretty hard 
on me, but J] will let the matter drop 
and say no more. With love, 

“ROSE L.” 

The circumstances surrounding the 
death of Bate were made more puzzling 
tonight by the report that a woman was 
seen tn the automobile a short time be- 
fore Bate is belleved to have been killed. 
John Seiler, a farmer, gave thts infor- 
mation to the police late tonight. Seiler 
said he could hear voices in a vehement 
dispute, among them that of a woman.

Belered Stocks Hare Gone 
Too High, 


Bankers Have Situation in Their 
Gontrol, Is General Opinion, 
and Brokers Are Anxious 
To Know What They 
Will Do, 


By Robert N. Burnett. 

New York, November |9.—It is a time 
when everybody in Wall street is eyeing 
the bankers to try to make out what 
the latter will do in the securities mar- 
kets. As prices drift back and forth, 
first up, then down, in an uncertain sort 
of way, it fs a matter of first importance 
to know whether the big people are “un- 
loading’ their hotdings, as many pre- 
dicted they would do during the first 
weeks after election, or whether they 
foresee sufficient public demand to put 
prices & or 10 points higher, before tak- 
fing profits. 

That bankers themselves are a good 
deal surprised at the ease with which 
trices have gone vp since election is clear 
from the rem's of one of them, who is 
tnterested in the movements of half a 
Gozen issues. He said: 

“T think stocks have gone up 4 little 
too rapidly. They have certainly gone 
further than 1 thought some time ago. 
But I do not look for any material re- 
action yet—maybe not before the end of 
the year.” . 

This banker is interested in the flota- 
tion of the new Japanese bonds, of which 
$30.000.000 were allotted to the United 
@tates, also In various other new Issues. 
fis interest, therefore, lies in the direc- 
tion of stock market advance and thou- 
gands of dollars are added weekly to his 
profits. 

Another so-called Standard Ol! ufter- 
ance was made this week to the effect 
that prices are likely to go higher in 
the stock market. Add to this the opin- 
fen of Secretary Shaw at the chamber 
ef commerce dinner to the effect that the 
eountry !s enjoying much prosperity, and 
that there is not a cloud in sight—which 
means that he agrees with the bankers 
and presumably will do what he can 
to cooperate with them, so far as he 
may do so legitimately, and the outlook, 
from a Wal! street standpoint, would ap- 
pear to be all right. 

This is strikingly attested by the rapid 
strides in the steel and copper indus- 
tries, which are two very good stand- 
ards to go by 

Public Interest on Increase. 

The extent of public interest In the 
etock market it is possible to guess 2 
little more accurately than a week ago. 
@uch interest is on the increase, though 
there is some question as to how far it 
has extended to foreign bond issues, like 
the new Japanese 6s. A Jeading broker 
who sometimes executes orders for 40,- 
000 to 50,0600 shares a day, said that the 
public appetite was running chiefly to 
home tnvestments and speculative issues, 
and he had received no applications for 
the present issue of Japanese bonds, al- 
though when the first lot was brought 
out he heard from quite a good manv. 

He thought this meant that people pre- 
ferred to speculate in things nearer by 
which they could, in a sense, see or 
Watch. Yet the bankers announced the 
new issue oversubscribed, though not 
dealing in the big figures given out in 
London, where it was said the bonds 
offered there were covered ten times 
over. 

The best information bearing on specu- 
lation, showing the public pulse, came 
from Boston. A New York man just re- 
turned from “‘the Hub” said half of New 
England appeared to be copper crazy, 
and the fever is increasing. He talked 
with bankers there-about the matter and 
was told, in reply to inquiries, that this 
ig the New England way. When they 
get a thirst for speculation, they “get 
¢ bad.” They go much further than 
New York, he added. A queer thing 
about it, he stggested, is that the money 
which they make in big turns they fre- 
queutly put Into fanciful ventures, so 
that soon many of them have nothing 
to show for it. He thought the copper 
boom might in consequence go consider- 
ably further. 

New York traders have not got this far 
yet, but they are rapidly developing a 
taste for low-priced, speculative shar~¢;, 
whose value is open to serious doubt. 
They have seen pretty much everything 
on the list go up by leaps and bounds, 
so that all they neeic3 was to jump in 
and buy A. O. T., as Governor Flower 
expressed it, when he was once asked 
whether Brooklyn Rapid Transit was 
gafe to buy above 130. He was reported 
to have replied: ‘“‘My dear fellow, buy 
A. O, T.,"" meaning expanded, any old 
thing. It is needless to say that this 
man followed the advice given and was 
unable to take a loss—until after the sud- 
den death of Governor Flower, when 
the man’s big “paper” profits went with 
the wind. 

Financial Surprises in Store. 

Some financial surprises are in store 
for the near future, though no so-callea 
deals seem to be just ready for announce- 
ment. Atlantic Coast Line’s large stock 
dividend was a revelation to many. That 
the Louisville and Nasnville railroad {s 
on the point of declaring a large extra 
dividend (also in stock, according to cur-

Some light on the future of the money 
market is shed by the applications of 
bankers in various leading Interior cities 
for good opportunities to utilize their 
surplus funds, They came to their New 
York brethren because they had much 
more than they needed for current wants 
at home. This does not mean stagnation, 
but simply accumulation of wealth, which 
is going forward at a rapid rate, which 
the average person little realizes. Bank- 
ing opinions here is that ther will be 
ample tunds fur all mercantile require- 
ments and for stock market purposes, 
without disturbing the monetary situa- 
tion, besidea sending Kurope what may 
be needed for flotation of new bounds by 
Russia and Japan | 

The logic of the case is this: The two 


belligerents will turn around and spend 
|all this money, mostly In the countries 
-where the bonds are sold, so that the 
money will return to active business chan- 
.nels again and will not he removed— 
at any rate, not more than temporarily. 
It is understood that interior bankers, 
tn distinction from investors, put a good 
deal of money into the underwriting 
syndicate which took the new Japanese 
bonds, wifh a liberal commission under 
the public selling price. This enabled 
the bankers to keep their funds profitably 
employed, as suggested above.

Just a Beggar. 
| Cecil de Smith, as the man calls him- 
|self, who was arrested the other day by 
ithe London police as an impostor, als»

|by his wife to be pursuing some regpect- 
|able calling in the city, where he went 
every morning. But in reality, he, too, 
was a professional beggar, and, ineredi- 
ble ag it seems, frequented the neighbor- 
hood of the stock exchange and worked 
on the sympathies of pedestrians by pos- 
ing as @ paralytic with matches to sell!

Work. 

ORE and more has the om of 

the stereopticon become appar- 

ent. While passing through a 

_ Neeture room in a_ school recently, I 
noticed a stereopticon installed as a part 
of the furnishings. In reply to my ques- 
tion regarding its usefulness, the pro- 
fessor said: “Every lecture room in the 
building is provided with a &tereopticon. 
They are indispensable.’ Not long after, 
while admiring the equipment of a high- 
| normal school, I again saw a 
stereopticon. and listened to the princi- 
Pal’s enthusiastic testimony to its use- 
fulness. Following the example of our 
schools and colleges, our churches are 
beginning to use the stereopticon in their 
work; and where the instrument has been 
properly installed, and when its use has 
been regulated by good judgment and 
Christian courtesy, it has proved a val- 
wable helper. The chief use of the stere- 
opticon in church work is as/a means of 
instruction in the Sunday school, where 
tts claim for usefulness is based on facts 
WkKe these: It awakens interest. It saves 
time It is an accurate and inspiring 
teacher. Let one who has traveled in 
the Holy Land speak to the school about 
Nazareth, the home of Jesus. Give him 
.ten minutes of time. Let him be a mas- 
ter of observation and description: Nev- 
vertheless, he cannot hold the attention 
of both old and young; no two scholars 
will get from his words the same mental 
picture, and all conceptions gained will 
‘be vague and inaccurate But let the 
superintendent have ten minutes, wits: a 
good Bible dictionary and ten steraopti- 
con slides of Nazareth, and he can easily 
hold the attention of ali, and will give 
@ definite and accurate conception of the 
city in which Jesus grew to manhoud. 
Truth reaches the soul through the eye 
mote quickly and more accurately than 
by the way of the ear. The range of 
Sunday school instruction for whieh 
slides may be rented. is large. The list 
includes thousands of pictures, illustrat- 
Ing the entire fleld of Bible history, the 
lives of the more prominent Bible char- 
acters, all localities of interest in Bible 
lands, religious paintings and sculpture, 
the missions of the early church and 
Christian missions of today. This large 
list places in the hands of every Sunday 
school superintendent, at a small rental 
price, slides to illustrate all of the more 
important portions of the Sunday school 
instruction. I have known a school to 
make use of the stereupticon in this way: 
Let the lesson for the day be on the life 
of David. At the opening of the lesson 
period the superintendent touches a bell. 
Boys draw down the opaque shades at 
the windows. Another boy draws down 
the screen. A young man takes the cap 
from the lens of the stereopticon. In’ 
less than one minute the room is dark- 
ened, the first picture is on the screen 
and the superintendent begins to read a 
brief 6utline of David's life. As he reads 
photographs of historic scenes from the 
region of Bethlehem and Jerusalem, tn- 
terspersed with a few well chosen works 
of art, appear on the screem, Each per- 
son in the room drinks in the Instruction 
_of the reading and the pictures. Then 


~ the superintendent touches the bell, and 


in less than one minute the room is as 
at first, but the entire school has received 
a valuable conception of the Iife of 
David, and a knowledge, accurate though 
limited, of the regions in which that lIffe 
was lived. For the following half hour 
teachers do not need to work for the 
attention of their classes, because a lively 
interest has been born in that ten minutes 
The stereopticon is an excellent substi- 
tute for the blackboard in review work. 
All needed matter, such as writing, dia- 
grams or maps, can be scratched on 
small gelatine sheets prepared for the 
purpose, and placed between cover 
glasses, can be used -as ordinary slides. 
These may be prepared at any time, and 
by thelr use a large amount of material 
can be brought before the entire school 
as rapidly as desired. The use of the , 
stereopticon in the Sunday evening ser- 
vice requires, on the user’s part, good | 
judgment, a finely developed sense of 
revereace and a sensitive Christian cour- 
tesy tOward neighboring churches, the 
@rawing away of whose audiences, 
through indiscriminate advertising of the 
stereopticon service, may easily become 
2 sin. In the hands of a pastor with 
these qualities, in some churches, the 
stereopticon may be used freely in the 
Sunday evening service ang may be used 
with power. For this use, nearly all of 
the slides suggested for the Sunday | 
school are suitable. Illustrated evening | 
talks on sections of Bible lands are valu- 
able to all Bible readers. Some of the 
masterpieces of religious art help religi- 
Ous culture and attract unbelievers to the 
Christian faith. Scenes from Christian 
missions, of which several thousand are 
@vailable, never fail to interest and their 
arguments for the Master's work are ef- 
fective. Some pastors find the stereopti- 
€On serviceable in revival meetings.

World’s Fair Evangelistic Campaign |

the results of the work of the Presby- 
terjan evangelistic committee during the 
three months’ camnvaign in the world’s 
fair city. But these figures do not tel! 
the whole story. That will never be 
told this side of glory. Waiting until it 
geemed too late for other denominations 
who had promised to do so, to enter into 
a union movement, the Presbyterians of 
all. hes finally resolved to begin the 
campaign on their own account. It was

soon evident that this was to be the 
only Protestant denomination which 
would push aggressive evangelistic work 
during the world’s fair season. With the 
cooperation of the general assembly's 
committee on evangelistic work, the local 
committee began its campaign. early in 
‘July with three tents. The work rapidly 
‘developed until there were from eight to 
‘ten meetings held every day, in tents, 
shops, gospel wagons, in music hal} on 
| Sunday nights, in a gospel hall down 
town at the noon hour, in some of the 
‘largest hotels in the city, and inside the 
|world’s fair grounds, besides the special 
‘meetings in jail, work house, in some of 
| the churches, on the streets in China- 
town, among the foreigners and the Jews. 
‘In addition to this, large quantities of 
Christian literature were distributed, It 
would be difficult to estimate which 
branch of the work was most important 
and productive of the most good. It al) 
depends upon one’s viewpoint and one’s 
particular interest in the various phases 
of the committee’s work. Undoubtedly 
the work jin the tents was owned of 
God. Meetings were conducted near ten 
of the mission churches in the city, the 
particular churches becoming responsible 
for the details of the meetings. Having 
no constituency to begin with for the 
general meetings, especially in music 
it became necessary to bring to- 
gether an audience from the hotels and 
boarding houses in the neighborhood. 
Early in the campaign a Hst of nearly 
2,000 of these was made up, and each 
week admission cards to the principal 
méetings were mailed to those in charge 
of the places of entertainment, their 
Sympathetic interest having been secured 
through letters which were addressed tod 
them before any cards were sent. About 
one million cards and dodgers were 
sent out during the campaign. 
A selection of fifty leading hotels was 
made, and in each one a small, neatly 
framed announcement was hung up in 
the lobby, inviting. world’s fair v lsitors, 
especially, to the Music Hall meetings. 
A sign 40 feet long and 4 feet wide was 
hung over the front entrance of the hall, 
the reading matter being changed each 
‘week. Muslin signs were displayed on 
the sides of each of the gospel] wagons, 
advertising certain features. The dash- 
boards of the street cars were used for 
the same purpose. In the amusement col- 
umns Of the most widely-read newspa- 
pers, advertisements were inserted which 
rivaled in size those displayeaq by the 
popular shows in town. Photographs and 
Special] ‘‘write-ups’’ were printed by the 
daily papers without expense, and reports 
from the meetings were given : liberal] 
space, thus keeping the work before the 
public, 
placed in store windows and tacked on 
telegraph pos. During part of the sea- 
son a wagon displaying two signs—i0O by 
12 feet—was employed every day between 
i0 and 3 o’clock to advertise special fea- 
tures in the downtown streets. Large 
muslin signs were also attached to the 
sides of the tents and bulletin boards 
on street corners and near churches in- 
vited the passers-by. There -was, of 
much personal work done by 
those who were interested in the meet- 
ings, ang canvassers covered practically 
every house in the vicinities of the meet- 
ing places. 

Music was given a prominent place in 
the work. Some of the best gospel singers 
known were employed. Choirs were or- 
ganized in each tent and in practically 
every meeting place. The preaching of 
Dr. Chapman attracted fully as much 
attention In‘\St. Louis as it did in At- 
lanfa and thBdusands failed to hear him 
for lack of auditoriums large enough tv 
accommodate the crowds.

‘ne day finds the sportsmen earnestly 
engaged gunning for quail, grouse, pheas- 
ants, wild turkey, woodcock and other 
fame. 

Hunters should be on the ground early, 
vith the firet streak of Hght on Thanks- 
giving day. Once Brer Rabbit knows 
what is in store for him, he will seek 
shelter under rocks, in holes and rail 
nits, but he is sure to venture out from 
iis hiding place on “the great gunning 
‘lav’ of the year, when it is easy to both 
find and kill him. Hunters know this 
and will tramp every foot..of ground 
where rabbits are known to live. 

Sportsmen are loath to tell all they 
know about game and hunting grounds, 
ond it is certainly amusing to see the 
way experienced hunters will dodge ques- 
iions when asked where they are going. 

“Ip the road a HUttle piece,” is a 
very popular answer, and, of course, 
leaves the questioner just ag wise as be- 
fore he asked. 

“Oh, I don’t know.: I'm going with a 
friend,” is another way of dodging a 
question. 

As a matter of fact, hunters all over 
the country go everywhere looking for 
game, as it is equally plentiful in the 
latter part of November. A great trouble 
with many hunters is to find land on 
which to hunt unmolested, for farmers

The duke of San Juan! 

You may not have heard of him. Still 
he is the nabob of the most important of 
our Puget Gound islands, an island which 
once came near involving us in war with 
Great Britain. San Juan island lies just 
under the boundary line between the 
tinited States and British Columbia. In 
our old treaties it was stated that the 
woundary was on the forty-ninth parallel 
to Puget sound, and thence along the 
marine channel through that sound out 
to the sea. The San Juan archipelago 
lies on the south edge of the channel, but 
the British decided to construe the route 
further north and make these islands a 
part of their terrftory. 

Saved by a Hog. 

It was the cackling of geese that saved 
Rome. It was the rooting of a hog that 
saved these jslands and the vast fishing 
industry, of which they are the center, to 
the United States. The hog belonged to 
a British resident of San Juan isfand. It 
rooted out the potatoes of an American 
resident and the American shot the hog. 
This brought up the question of the 
ownership of the island, which was in- 
volved in the question of jurisdiction. 
The governor of British Columbia pro- 
posed to send troops to bring the Amer- 
ican offender to Victorla for trial, and 
the American governor of our territory 
sent Captain James Pickett to prevent 
it. Pickett wag the same man who att- 
erward made that famous charge at Get- 
tvsburg. He took a company of troops 
to San Juan and warned the British on 
the gunboat, which was sent to settle the 
matter, that if they landed he would fire 
upon them and there would be an - 
ternational war. They did not land. The 
trouble continued, however, and General 
Winfield Scott was sent out by pod = 

ttle it. A temporary arrange- 
Root peta made by which the British 
took the northern half and the Amer'!- 
cans the gouthern half of the jsland, and 
later the settlement having been referred 
to old Kaiser Wilhelm, the grandfather 
of the present kaiser, he deciued that the 
direct channel lay north of San Juan. 
This made the island an American pos- 
session, and so it is to this day. 

San Juan island ts the chief one of the 
Gan Juan archipelago. It is only 5 miles 
one way and |4 miles the other, but Me 
te the northwest corner stone of 8

pecause the greater part of it is pure 
stone. It is, in fact, a pute white mar- 
ble, from which is made the most of the 
best lime of the Pacific slope.

‘The salmon brings Uncie 5am more 
wealth than any other fish in his waters. 
The catch of Puget eound is worth about 
$6,000,000 a year, and in 1902 more than 
24,000,000 pounds of such fish were 
caught in the Oregon rivers. Alaska sal- 
mon bring in several million dollars, and 
altogether a large proportion of our $50,- 
000,000 worth of fish products come trom 
salmon. | 

“You people of the east know nothing 
about fish as they swarm inour western 
waters. How would you like to sail for 
nalf a day through a school of fish from 
i to 3 miles wide and so thick that it 
blankets the face of the ocean? I have 
done that again and again, not far irom 
San Juan. : | 

“What would you think of rivers so 
packed with salmon that they fill the 
streams from bank to bank—so thickly 
packed tat were they not so slippery 
and the water not so deep—you 
walk over them from one bank to the 
other. I have seen that. 

“What would you think,’’ continued the 
dwke, as he looked into my wide bulging 
eyes, “of great vats of salmon 60 feet 
long, 40 feet wide and 40 feet deep—vats

‘Scores of such vats. We empty the fish 
‘into scows and c&rry them to our pack- 
ing houses, whence they are shipped to 
all parts of the world.”’

Blaine’s Eighty-Pound Chinook. 

“Is this fishing business a new one?”

| “Comparatively gs0 with The big 
‘Salmon fishing of the west was for a 
‘long time confined to the Columbia river, 
where the chinook salmon come from. The

\market and {ft is best known. It is one

| “What ig the character of vour Puget

mon, you know, each of which has ita 
|own nature and habits as well us its par. 
| ticular home and spawning ground. The 
ifish are all born at the headwaters of 
rivers. They swim dawn to the ocean 
@3 minnows and }ive there for faur years, 


they were born to hay the eggs for an- 
other generation. They come by the 
millions ang tens of millions, 
‘hordes of many campanies, each fish g0- 
\ing back to the place of its nativity to 
lay its eggs and die." 

Among the best and most numerous of 
the Puget sound salmon are the Sock- 
eyes, and an especial favorite is the 
Tyee or King salmon. The Sock-eye is 
smaller than the Chinook. It welghs 
from 5 to 7 pounds, according to the 
Season. In some seasons we catch mil- 
lions which average 5 pounds aplece, 


more. The Chinook makes directly for 
the rivers, and it is caught there only.

“I do know that
